ing the student body, outside the au- 
thoritative regulations and in violation 
of them.

OTJB DAILY BREAD. 


In volume one of the Home Health 


club books I liave given spme special in- 
structions regarding wheat, wheat flour 
and various lands of bread. The book 
was written ill 1S97, which was several 
years prior to the detailed experiments 
In digestion' conducted by the govern- 
ment experiment stations in Maine and 
Minnesota. Nevertheless, nearly all of 
my arguments were proven correct. The 
principal error discovered, which was 
as great a surprise to the investigators 
as it was to me, was that from a stand- 
point of actual nutritive value and di- 
gestibility of all available products, the 
finest and whitest or' what is Known 
as straight-grade flour, is the cheapest, 
lu the whole wheat flour, the starch 
.granules, on account of their coarse-, 
ness, cannot be so readily digested and 
as it does not keep so well as straight 
Hour on account of the liability to fer- 
mentation, the fine white flour not only 
makes the most attractive loaf, but. as 
an-exclusive diet, the most palatable and 
nutritious. 


The following general summary of re- 


sults and conclusions of experiments 
•with bread, us given in the government 
reports, will not only be found interest 
ing but valuable. 


"In IS digestion experiments with men. 


it was found that white (straight-grade) 
flour was more completely digested than 
either graham or entire-wheat flour 
and yielded a larger amount of digest- 
ible nutrients and available 
energy 


While graham and entire wheat flours 
contain more total protein and fat and 
have a higher heat of combustion, they 
actually yield to the body, because o 
their lower digestibility, smaller per- 
centages of digestible nutrients and 
available energy than, the straight-grade 
Hour. 


"The same general differences in di- 


gestibility of the three grades of flour 
have been noted in experiments with 
liurd northern spring wheats grown in 
Minnesota and Dakota, 
hard winter 


wheat grown in Oklahoma, and soft win- 
ter wheats grown in Michigan, Indiana 
and Oregon. In 54 digestion trials with 
both hard spring- wheats and soft win- 
ter wheats in which six separate sam- 
ples of wheat have been milled so as to 
procure the three types, of flour—Gra- 
ham, entire-wheat, and straight-grade— 
uniform results have been secured, and 
in all of the comparative trials 
the 


largest amounts of available nutrients 
anil energy have been secured from the 
white flour. 


"In.-the three digestion trials in which 


finely-pulverized bran was added to 
white Hour in the same proportion as is 
removed in milling, it was found that 
the condition of »,n'e bran lowered the 
aigestibility of the flour so that a small- 
er amount of digestible nutrients and 
available energy was obtained from the 
bran flour than from the white flour 
with which the bran was mixed. The 
Hour containing finely-pulverized bran 
ivas more digestible than the coarsely 
granulated graham flour, but less di- 
gestible than the white flour. When 
bran was finely pulverized it failed to 
digest as completely as the white flour 
and, therefore, the addition of the bran 
lowered the food value to the flour. 


"In three digestion trials in which 


finely-pulverized wheat germ was add- 
ed to white flour in the same proportion 
as is removed in milling, it was found 
that the addition of the germ did not 
materially change the digestibility of 
the flour, and that the amount of total 
digestible nutrients and available en- 
ergy in the germ flour'and the white 
flour was about the same. There was 
bo material gain in the total 'digestible 
autrients by the addition of the germ to 
the white flour. The germ flour pro- 
duced a smaller sized, sweeter, but less 
porous loaf than the white flour. Be- 
cause of its fermentable character wheat 
germ is excluded from white flour. 


"As to pecuniary value.- a larger 


amount of available nutrients and en- 
ergy can be produced at the usual prices 
Cor a given sum of money in the form 
Df white, that is, straight-grade flour, 
than of any other flour. White flour con- 
tains the largest amount of available 
nutrients, and is not only the most di- 
gestible, but at present average market 
prices is also the cheapest kind of flour. 
tt should not be inferred, however, that 
the use of entire-wheat and graham 
[lour is to be discouraged. All the flours 
are very nutritious and economical 
foods, and experience has shown that 
they are wholesome as well. The differ- 
ences in the amounts of total nutrients 
furnished the body by the various grades 
of flour are comparatively slight, all 
grades being quite thoroughly digested. 


"In discussing the nutritive value of 


the breads made from the three kinds of 
flonr.^the quite noticeable effect of the 
breads'upon the subjects is of interest. 
In the experiments reported all the sub- 
jects expressed a preference for the 
white bread. The graham bread, when 
it furnished the bulk of the ration for 
'our days, produced a little discomfort, 
suggesting a slight irritation of the di- 
gestive tract. The ratios of white bread 
and milk was, less bulky in 
character 


aud gave better results as to satiety and 
particularly as to ease of digestion. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that 
the tendency of the coarser flours to in- 
crease the peristaltic action of the in- 
testines is often of undoubted value, 
particularly to persons 
of sedentary 


habit, and" that their use as a laxative is 
in many cases extremely beneficial. 


"The USD of different grades of flour 


[or bread mulilngls a convenient means 
of increasing the variety of the diet. 
Because of varying requirements ucvgen- 
eral rule can bo laid down in the mat- 
ter, and the extent to wkich the various 


tormiiie."., nor wore (he quaiuilies con- 
sumed and the auiouius and proportions 
excreted in the urine and feces studied. 
As yet entirely satisfactory methods 
have not been generally adopted for de- 
termining the digestibility of mineral 
constituents, and consequently there is 
a lack of definite knowledge concerning 
•body requirements ar.d 
the 
changes 


which are involved in the metabolism 
of the ash constituents of the diet. Con- 
siderable work along these lines is now 
being carried on by a number of in- 
vestigators in France and elsewhere in 
Europe, and in the United States studies 
of the forms in which asfi constituents, 
especially phosphorus, sulphur -and- 
other ash constituents, in food and ex- 
cretory products, and various problems 
concerning the functions of these ele- 
ments are being taken up in connection 
with the nutrition investigations of this 
office and by experiment station work- 
ers and other investigators. It is be- 
lieved that this work may be more ap- 
propriately summarized . when the in- 
vestigations now in progress have been 
continued for a. longer time," 


In future papers I will take up the 


subject of hread-makin% in a way which 
I believe will be of value.

When food is not chev.-ed quite thor- 
oughly a person is very likely to over- 
eat. If you have never thought of this 
before, try it. Chew each morsel of 
your food until there is nothing left 
upon which to chew. The food has be- 
come-liquid like and digestion is already 
taking place.

This 
will be done within a few week? and 
the first test of the strength of the de- 
fensive combination will be made in 
January, when the employers meet the 
miners at Indianapolis to revise the 
wage agreement that expires April 1. 


Purposes Are Outlined. 


The organization of the mine own- 


ers, brought about by reason of the 
great strength of the United Mine- 
workers, plans: 


To resist unreasonable wage 
de- 


mands and working conditions. 


To enforce the fulfillment of con- 


tracts with the unions. 


To deal directly with the national 


executive board of the miners rather 
than with local bodies. 


To mutually protect e'ach other by 


trade agreement when one member 
of the association is victim of a strike. 


To enforce, lockouts where the mine- 


workers can not be handled in any 
other way. 


No attempt will be made, it was as- 


serted, to get together on prices or to 
deal as an organization with the 'rail- 
roads. The whole expression of opin- 
ion was to the effect that the labor 
situation was daily becoming more 
acute, that the miners had builded up 
a much too powerful organization and 
th'at for self-protection'the employer 
was forced into an association that 
could cope with the miners' union.
